Christmas in a World at War 


Christmas approaches. As in other years 
Christians will give thanks unto God for the ad- 
vent into the world of the Child of Bethlehem. 
Once more we recall the prophecy of Isaiah that 
“the government shall be upon His shoulder.” 


Once more the song of the angels will echo, ‘“‘On 
earth peace, goodwill toward men.” 


But how can Christians sing songs of peace in 
this tragic year, when death bombs are dropped 
from the skies where once was heard the song 
of angels? Why not a moratorium on Christmas 
rejoicing until the wars which ravage Europe 
and the Far East have come to an end? 

Christians do not yield to this counsel of 
despair. There is cause for rejoicing. For one 
thing, men and women everywhere are coming to 
look upon war as an evil thing. We are witness- 
ing a strange phenomenon, unprecedented in his- . 
tory. War there is, but there is no glorification 
of war. There is no martial music, no hilarious 
applause. From Berlin, Paris, London and 
Tokyo the story is the same. There is bewilder- 
ment, confusion and even resignation, but no- 
where is there exaltation. Nowhere is war wel- 
comed as a glorious and holy crusade. To this 
extent the Christmas spirit is more and more 
possessing the minds of the common people of 
all lands, even if not of all the rulers. The shep- 
herds, at least, are at the Christmas cradle of our 
Lord; the kings are yet to come. 

Again, the fact of war itself is a vindication, 
however painful, of the essential truth of the 
Christmas message. Many nations are at war 
today, and other nations are threatened with 
war, for the lack of simple goodwill. It is just 
because national selfishness in the use of the re- 
sources of the earth, power politics and a lust for 
dominion have usurped the place of goodwill 
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that the world knows no peace. History is prov- 
ing to be a convincing demonstration that the 
Christmas spirit represents the truly realistic un- 
derstanding of life. 

“O hush the noise, ye men of strife, and hear 
the angels sing.” 


Canadian Christians in Wartime 

Heartening evidence of the growth of the 
ecumenical mind comes from Canada. The 
Canadian Committee of the World Council of 
Churches, in conjunction with the Joint Com- 
mittee on Evangelization of Canadian Life, has 
sent an official letter to all ministers in the 
Dominion revealing the deep searching of heart 
with which the leadership of the churches has 
met the crisis of war. These churchmen begin, 
as all Christians must, by the recognition of our 
common responsibility for the catastrophe and 
they add that it is only by the very standards 
used in judging themselves that they find it nec- 
essary to condemn the aggression which has led 
to the way of the sword. 

Reaffirming the primary loyalty of the Chris- 
tian to the Kingdom of God as supra-national, 
the Canadian leaders assert that they “go on in 
the faith that the deepest divisions among men— 
national and racial—are overcome in Christ.” 
And they sound the call of the Church to the 
ministry of reconciliation—a task far transcend- 
ing that of the state. To that end they say: “We 
will not let the Church become the organ of any 
civil society, even our own. .. . There is a judg- 
ment and a moral providence that are higher 
than any country’s cause.” 

They recognize that the bond of fellowship 
within the Church binds all Christians, not ex- 
cluding those in so-called enemy countries, and 
declare: “‘Our prayers for the Church must never 
leave them out, and our concern for the suffering 
must always include the suffering among them. 
There can be no place for hatred, nor for the 
spirit of vengeance.” Calling for the most rigor- 
ous care that the consciences of pacifists should 
not be invaded, these church leaders point out 
that “‘Each must be shepherd to all of his own 
sheep—not just to those who are like-minded 
with himself. . . . His whole flock is his primary 
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responsibility; what he may think about war is 
secondary.” 

In conclusion a clear emphasis is laid on the 
central task of the Church as “steward on earth 
of the everlasting Gospel’: “Let the Church in 
war-time be still the Church, testifying of the 
justice of God, of the love of God and of the 
Cross of Christ.” 

There will be no cause for remorse or repent- 
ance in days to come on the part of those who 
have issued such a thoroughly Christian state- 
ment, even under the pressure of actual war. 


The Luxury of Hatred 

We cannot afford hatred in contemplation of 
the current international scene. Yet as we sing 
“peace on earth and mercy mild,” we find evi- 
dences of this deep corruption not only outside 
but within our own souls. 

A denial of the existence of hatred within our- 
selves will make us akin to steam chambers with- 
out valves, ready to explode. Nor can inner bit- 
terness be dealt with merely by trying to sepa- 
rate hatred for a ruler or a system from pity for 
a people or a nation. Hatred is as absorbent as 
blotting-paper. If experience, both historical 
and psychological, is any judge, such separation 
of hatred from pity while it may be possible so 
long as reason prevails, is doomed to break 
down. German Americans during the World 
War were eventually despised, however blame- 
less, because they became associated in the 
American mind with the hated Kaiser. At the 
start of the Japanese-Chinese War, American 
hatred was directed against the Japanese mili- 
tary caste. Now we hear customarily only about 
“the Japanese,” and many Japanese Americans 
suffer through no fault of their own. 

We may indeed disapprove of a leader or a 
system of government. But that disapproval 
and dislike should be under the control of our 
more positive Christian convictions. Hatred is 
a blind, unreasoning emotion, which is stronger 
the less we know about it. 

Whatever position we take in reference to the 
present wars, as Christians we cannot escape the 
initial obligation to plumb the depths of our 
own feelings. We shall find them chaotic and 
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non-rational, but they must be sought out. By 
no other first step can churches “guard against 
becoming agencies for the propaganda of 
hatred.” Hatred unrecognized is like gunpowder 
which, when confined in a small space, explodes 
with great force. If got into the open, even an 
explosion will be relatively harmless. 

The recognition of our non-rational feeling 
does not mean a mere airing of prejudice. It 
means first a personal examination before God 
of our feelings of bitterness, of their sources, of 
the evil they try to compel us to do. Whatever 
of hatred we have in us is indeed a cardinal sin. 
As a sin, it cannot be forgiven if we deny or cloud 
it. But if we bring it before God in sincerity and 
penitence, we may be restored to that fellow- 
ship which our sin has broken. 

How we do this is not news. Prayer, worship, 
meditation, confession,—the Christian knows 
the means whereby his sin may be washed white. 
It is the old story of the sinner presenting his 
real sin in the faith that God can and will and 
does forgive. But we cannot be washed white 
if we want only to be white-washed. Frequently 
hatred is cherished under some such pseudonym 
as righteous indignation. Of course we are not 
to refrain from making moral distinctions; when 
we see things which despoil and injure hu- 
man beings, we brand them as sin and we 
“hate” that sin. But this is a moral judgment 
which we, living in history, must make. It is not 
the emotional cancer of hatred which can never 
really separate the sin from the sinner. 

Our prayers must begin with a recognition of 
the guilt of ourselves as individuals, as nations, 
as churches, as a world—and that not alone of 
the past but of the here and now. To find that 
our feelings are citadels of spiritual power- 
politics may be a shock, but it should be a 
familiar shock to the Christian who has known 
the stabbing pains of Christian growth. 

The recognition of our bitterness should so 
stimulate us that we lay even this before God 
in the power which is in Christ Jesus. Perfect 
love casts out fear and hatred. But it must be 
that perfect love to which we turn, and not some 
substitute which permits us meanwhile to nurse 
our bitterness under some holy guise. 
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Another Anti-Jewish Falsehood 


Among the many baseless allegations made 
against the Jews none is more unqualifiedly false 
than the statement that they control the news- 
papers of America and thereby mould public 
opinion to their own ends. The facts in the case, 
readily ascertainable, are just the opposite. 

The great news-gathering agencies in the 
United States are the Associated Press, the 
United Press and the International News Serv- 
ice. On the board of the Associated Press, a 
mutual organization representing more than 
1300 newspapers, there is not a single Jew. A 
similar situation prevails in the ownership of the 
United Press. The International News Service 
is owned and controlled by William Randolph 
Hearst, who, of course, is not a Jew. 

Authoritative figures given by the last Inter- 
national Yearbook of Editor and Publisher show 
that there are approximately 916 daily news- 
papers in 544 cities of over 15,000 population. 
Of these only 33 newspapers, which is 314% of 
the total number, are owned or controlled by 
Jews. One of these is the New Vork Times, 
such an outstanding example of trustworthiness 
and integrity that one wishes there might be 
more “Jewish newspapers” of this character. 

One of the elemental contributions which 
Christians can make to the cause both of truth 
and of goodwill in this country is to refute such 
groundless statements about the Jews by making 
the actual facts known.

Universal Bible Sunday is promoted by the American 
Bible Society as a means of focusing attention upon the 
Bible as “the Book behind America” and the book which 
the whole world needs. The radio program for Univer- 
sal Bible Sunday, which this year is unprecedented in its 
magnitude, reaching every part of the country, is spon- 
sored jointly by the American Bible Society and the 
Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America. 
The radio programs have been arranged by Mr. Frank C. 
Goodman, Executive Secretary of the Federal Council’s 
Department of National Religious Radio and a member 
of the Board of Managers of the American Bible Society. 

A valuable brochure entitled ““The Truth That Makes 
Men Free” has been prepared for Universal Bible Sunday 
by President John A, Mackay of the Princeton Theologi- 
cal Seminary. Taking his point of departure from the 
contemporary interest in freedom, Dr. Mackay shows the 
contribution which has been made by the Bible in secur- 
ing the liberties which we enjoy today, the importance of 
the Bible as the chief bulwark of liberty in countries 
where freedom is in eclipse and the true nature of free- 
dom as interpreted by the Bible. This brochure has been 
mailed to the ministers of 118,000 local churches. Single 
copies may be had free upon request to the American 
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Bible Society, Bible House, Park Avenue and 57th Street, 
New York. 

Last year the American Bible Society distributed 
nearly seven million copies of the Scriptures in whole or 
in part. About half of these copies were circulated in the 
United States in 63 different languages and the other half 
in forty other countries in 135 different languages. 

Rev. Frederick W. Cropp, minister of the First Pres- 
byterian Church of Wheeling, W. Va., became one of the 
General Secretaries of the American Bible Society on 
November 1, sharing the responsibilities of general ad- 
ministration with Dr. Eric M. North.

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Study-Conference On 


ELIEVING that the time is ripe for church leaders 
B to consult together concerning the international 

situation, the Department of International Justice 
and Goodwill has issued a call for a Study-Conference on 
the Church and the International Situation, to be held in 
Philadelphia on January 16, 17, and 18. 

The Conference will be devoted to a study of the Chris- 
tian understanding of the present international situation 
and to an effort to develop an appropriate and effective 
policy and program for the churches. The Memorandum 
from the “international board of strategy” which met in 
Geneva last summer under the auspices of the Provisional 
Committee of the World Council of Churches will provide 
points of departure from which the study will proceed. 

The Conference will be divided into commissions for 
concentrated study of specific questions. Preliminary to 
the Conference several different groups will meet to pre- 
pare the agenda and material for discussion by the com- 
missions. For example, the Committee on East Asia of 
the Foreign Missions Conference, supplemented by other 
persons, will prepare the agenda for the commission deal- 
ing with the problems of that area. 

The national offices of the churches, including some 
of those not members of the Federal Council, will select 
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Roswell Barnes in New Post 


for the gathering which met on the eve of the war and 
the results of which have been printed in the “Geneva 
Memorandum” now being circulated in church circles 
around the world. Last summer he also attended the 
World Conference of Christian Youth, at Amsterdam, 
Holland, as one of the leaders in the field of Christian 
international activities. 

Mr. Barnes is closely related to the foreign missionary 
work of the churches by an arrangement between the 
Federal Council and the Foreign Missions Conference 
of North America, under which he serves as the secretary 
of the Committee on International Relations appointed 
by the latter body. He helped to bring into existence 
the Church Committee for China Relief created jointly 
by the Federal Council of Churches and the Foreign Mis- 
sions Conference and during its first year served as one 
of its executives. 

As invaluable background for his new work Mr. 
Barnes brings the experience of five years as pastor of 
the University Heights Presbyterian Church of New 
York. At an earlier date he was associate minister in the 
Park Avenue Presbyterian Church, New York. He has 
also been active in the student Christian movement in 
this country and has been a leader in several of the 
University Christian Missions held during the last two 
years.

the personnel, in order to insure that a widely representa- 
tive group of outstanding leaders will be convened. 


CHURCHMEN CONFER WITH THE PRESIDENT 


On November 10 a delegation of churchmen had a con- 
ference with President Roosevelt on the role of the United 
States in working for a negotiated peace and in building 
for world order. The delegation was composed of Dr. 
George A. Buttrick, President of the Federal Council; 
Dr. James H. Franklin, Chairman of the Department of 
International Justice and Goodwill; Rt. Rev. William . 
Scarlett; President Henry Sloane Coffin and Rev. Roswell 
P. Barnes, of the Federal Council’s staff. 

The delegation expressed to the President its judgment 
that church people are overwhelmingly of the conviction 
that our country should stay out of war. They stressed 
even more their concern that America should codperate in 
constructive international enterprise. They reviewed 
official actions of church bodies condemning national 
selfishness and aloofness and urging our codperation with 
other nations in the development of some form of political 
world order in which certain aspects of the sovereignty of 
the individual state would be limited in the interests of 
world community. 
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WITH THE ATTORNEY GENERAL 


Another delegation of the churches conferred on No- 
vember 9 with Attorney General Frank Murphy concern- 
ing the interest of the churches in the safeguarding of 
the conscientious scruples of those who for religious 
reasons feel that they cannot bear arms in time of war. 
‘This conference was the result of an overture which was 
laid before the Federal Council’s Executive Committee on 
October 6 by a commission appointed by the General 
Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 1934 
to study the possibility of securing some form of non- 
combatant service for those whose religious convictions 
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forbid them to bear arms. The conference had to do in 
the main with the problems confronting those who, 
although they do not belong to historic pacifist bodies 
like the Quakers, the Mennonites, and the Church of the 
Brethren, hold similar views. 


The delegation which conferred with the Attorney Gen- 
eral included Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, of Boston; Dr. 
Oliver J. Hart and Mr. Coleman Jennings, of Washington, 
D.C.; Dr. Dwight Bradley, of the Congregational Council 
for Social Action; and Dr. Walter W. VanKirk, of the 
Federal Council’s Department of International Justice 
and Goodwill. 


Nation-Wide Week of Prayer, January 8-14, 1940 


HE Universal Week of Prayer, observed at the 

beginning of each new year, is receiving special 

emphasis in 1940 because this is the year in which 
the National Christian Mission is to be launched. The 
Week of Prayer this year, January 8-14, is planned as a 
part of a “world fellowship of prayer,’ which is to con- 
tinue throughout the twelve months. Men and women in 
all parts of the country are being invited to enroll in this 
“world fellowship of prayer” and cards for the purpose 
may be ordered from the Federal Council’s Department 
of Evangelism. 


The Week of Prayer Topics prepared by Dr. Robert E. 
Speer, honored missionary leader and former President of 
the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America, 
have as their timely theme “The Acknowledgment of the 
Lordship of Jesus Christ over the Whole of Life.” The 
topics for the successive days are as follows: 

Prayer for the Acknowledgment of the Lordship of Christ 

Monday, January 8—Over the Individual 

Tuesday, January 9—In the Home 

Wednesday, January 10—In the Church 

Thursday, January 11—Over the School 

Friday, January 12—Over Our Secular Life 

Saturday, January 13—In the Community 

Sunday, January 14—Over the Nations 

For each day of the week there are suggestions for 
thanksgiving, for forgiveness and for prayer, based upon 
carefully selected passages of Scripture. 

In the summons to the Week of Prayer the Federal 
Council’s Department of Evangelism says: 

“Again the lights are going out all over the world. Men 
walk in darkness rather than light. ... And yet the 
Church was made for such an hour. The history of Chris- 
tianity suggests that its message and meaning have been 
‘most luminous when the hour was darkest. 

“How can the Church gird herself for this testing day? 
Primarily through prayer, for prayer, at its best, is the 
effective identification of the individual or the group with 


a God of power. Only the power of God can steady us in — 


this crisis, make love the victor over hate, and enable us 
to believe in and work for a new order grounded on love 
and justice. 

“We are challenged, then, to make this Week of Prayer 
the spiritual mobilization hour of all our Christian forces. 
Through prayer, energies may be released for the restora- 
tion of men from lives of sin to their rightful sonship 
through Jesus Christ. Through prayer, a fresh discovery 
may be made of the value and helpfulness of Christian 
fellowship. Through prayer, we as individuals may find 
an anchorage in God which will hearten and embolden us 
in these trying times. Through prayer, we may envisage 
the divine plan for a redeemed society 4s revealed in Jesus 
Christ. Through prayer may come a fuller realization of 
the majesty and sovereignty of God whose eternal purpose 
remains unshaken through the centuries. And through 
prayer, we may catch the vision to launch a more effective 
offensive of the Christian Church against the dark forces 
of the day.”

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Students Respond to Christian Mission 


HE University Christian Mission in Blooming- 

ton, Ill., the seat of Illinois State Normal Uni- 

versity and Illinois Wesleyan University, Novem- 
ber 4-10, marked a high point in this united effort to re- 
kindle the religious life in American educational institu- 
tions. The meetings, seminars, conferences and convoca- 
tions of the week had a total attendance of upwards of 
25,000. The afternoon seminars alone had an enroll- 
ment of 1500 students—more than half of the student 
body. 

During the preceding week missions were conducted 
simultaneously at the University of South Carolina and 
the University of Florida. The experience at the Uni- 
versity of South Carolina was especially encouraging. 
During the week 120 different sessions were held, in- 
cluding 10 convocations of the student body, 36 seminars, 
28 classroom conferences and four meetings with the 
faculty. The general public was also reached through 
9 radio messages and 6 meetings in the churches of the 
community. 

Earlier successful experiences of the year have included 
a week at the University of West Virginia and another 
week at the Woman’s College of the University of North 
Carolina. While the BULLETIN is in press, missions are 
being held at Purdue University, Lafayette, Ind., and at 
Southern Methodist: University, Dallas, Texas. At the 
latter institution, 132 classrooms were open to the speak- 
ers before the mission started. At the conclusion of this 
mission 38 campuses will have been visited with a total 
student enrollment of over 160,000. 

Another series of missions will be held during the 
second semester of the academic year, beginning on 
January 27 at Fargo, N. D., at the State Agricultural 
College. The second week, missions will be held at Fisk 
University, Meharry Medical College and Tennessee 
Agricultural and Industrial State Teachers’ College. 

Among the speakers who are giving effective leadership 
is F. Wilhelm Sollmann, former editor of the Reinische 
Zeitung, one of the authors of the Weimar Constitution, 
a member of the German Reichstag for thirteen years, 
who is now teaching at the Quaker graduate school at 
Pendle Hill, Wallingford, Pa. Miss Muriel Lester, of 
London, is sharing in several of the university missions, 
as are also Walter Judd, M.D., of China, and Samuel 
Masih of India.

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Urgent Foreign Relief Appeals 


r HE Committee on Foreign Relief Appeals in the 

7 Churches, created by the Federal Council and the 

Foreign Missions Conference, held its first meet- 

ing last month and outlined its work. In compliance with 

the actions under which the Committee was constituted, 

it was agreed that its areas of possible usefulness to the 
churches be considered to be the following: 

1. Informing inquirers concerning appeals for relief 
abroad. 

_ 2. Validating such appeals as have a special claim on 
the support of the churches. 

- 3. Codrdinating appeals of agencies constituted by, or 
closely associated with, the churches. 

_4. Receiving funds and transmitting them to the appro- 
priate agencies. 

5. Noting needs which are of concern to the churches 
and seeing that emergency needs are met. 

The most urgent immediate emergency needs which 
constitute a responsibility of church people, together with 
the agencies commended to the churches in each case, 
are as follows: 

1. Relief of Christian Czech refugees in Paris, Spanish 
evangelical refugees in France, theological students 
in exile, evangelical pastors in Greece, Bulgaria, 
Jugoslavia, and Rumania, and refugees in Switzer- 
land. Central Bureau for Relief of the Evangelical 
Churches of Europe, American Office at 297 Fourth 
Avenue, New York. 

2. Relief of civilian war and flood victims in China.

Dr. George A. Pidgeon, 
who succeeds to the place on the Committee of Fourteen 
(appointed by Oxford and Edinburgh) held by the late 
Dr. J. Ross Stevenson, reported on the studies which are 
in process of the contribution of the Reformed Church 
heritage to the unity of the future. 

At a luncheon given by the Rochester Council of 
Churches and presided over by Dr. Paul Johnston, the 
new Presbyterian chairman of the joint Episcopal and 
Presbyterian Commission on Unity, several members of 
the World Council staff spoke, including Mr. Edwin 
Espy, who carried the chief responsibility for the plan- 
ning of the Amsterdam Conference. In the evening at a 
men’s dinner at the University Club, there was a further 
opportunity to lay the World Council before representa- 
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tives of the Rochester churches. Several meetings in 
local churches followed. Wide general interest was 
shown.

64 ITAL harmony which includes physical, mental, 
V and spiritual” is the essence of health as defined 


by Dr. G. Canby Robinson at a supper-confer- 
ence in New York sponsored by the Federal Council’s 
Committee on Religion and Health on November 14. Dr. 
Robinson is Lecturer in Medicine at Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity and is the author of “The Patient as a Person.” 
Speaking as a physician, he indicated that doctors are 
becoming increasingly aware that their patients are not 
“cases” but people and that the total personality must be 
in harmony if health is to be maintained or illness cured. 
“We must never forget,” he said, “that we are dealing 
with mind and spirit as well as body.” He expressed the 
conviction that ministers and physicians are learning 
better how to work together and that this necessary 
codperation must be expanded. 

Dr. Earl D. Bond, Professor of Psychiatry at the 
University of Pennsylvania, Director of Research of the 
Institute of the Pennsylvania Hospital, and a past presi- 
dent of the American Psychiatric Association, said, “There 
is no integration which compares with that which comes 
from religious faith or a religious goal; for this unifies and 
focuses all the elements of the divided self.” Clergymen, 
physicians, psychiatrists, social workers—all deal with 
human beings, he said. This implies that the education 
of all should involve supervised clinical experience, and 
he pointed especially to the values to the minister of 
having such training in a mental hospital. 

The work of the British National Council for Pastoral 
and Medical Cooperation was described by the Council’s 
honorary secretary, Rev. Arnold S. Nash, who is in this 
country as a visiting lecturer at the Berkeley Divinity 
School. He reported that very significant progress was 
made before the start of the war in getting clergy and 
doctors to cooperate more effectively. Although the war 
has disrupted the regular program, he said, the Council 
is finding a large task facing it in ministering to war 
hysteria and anxiety. 

Rev. Seward Hiltner, Secretary of the Committee on 
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local committee of arrangements and who is herself a 
member of the American Joint Executive Committee, 
received the very hearty thanks of all the members for 
her work in planning for the Rochester meeting. 


Body, Mind, Spirit 


Religion and Health, presented a report summarizing the 
Committee’s activities during the two years of its exis- 
tence. He pointed out that, although organized in its 
present form for only two years, its history goes back 
sixteen years. He summarized the work under four head- 
ings: general and professional education, including courses 
and conferences, publications, work with theological 
schools; administration and contact with official groups; 
research and study; and outreach, both into the local 
community and on the world front. Copies of this report 
are available on request. 

Rev. Howard Chandler Robbins, Chairman of the 
Committee, presided and gave some interpretation of the 
work accomplished and the future plans. “The connec- 
tion between religion and health,” he said, “‘is a vital and 
essential element in Christianity and in the work of the 
pastor. We feel that our Committee has only begun— 
but it is a good beginning—to do what must be done in 
this field.”

Worship in the Church School 
At the last meeting of the Federal Council’s Committee 
on Worship Professor Frank M. McKibben of North- 
western University led a stimulating discussion on “Wor- 
ship in the Church and Church School.” He based his 
address on four assumptions: 1. the naturalness of worship 
to-the human spirit, 2. the centrality of worship in reli- 
gion, 3. the conduct of worship as a unique function of 
the Church, and 4. the possible unity of all peoples in 
worship. Professor McKibben pointed out that multi- 
tudes of children who do not go to church can be trained 
in worship through the church school. He emphasized 
the necessity for those who lead services of worship for 
children and youth to acquire an understanding of the 
child’s life and needs. He held that worship is not lim- 
ited to a regular Sunday morning service, but is a dy- 

namic aspect of every phase of the Church’s life. 
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Tragedy of the Ukrainian Evangelicals 


that part of Poland which was known as the 

Western Ukraine has been handed over to Russia. 
Seven millions of Christian people are now subject to 
a state which has made the destruction of Christianity 
one of its policies. 

Thirteen years ago an evangelical movement was started 
in that territory by returning prisoners of war. It was 
fostered by aid from the United States and Canada, with 
the help of the Central Bureau for Relief of the Evan- 
gelical Churches of Europe, through whose good offices 
much interest was aroused on the Continent also, espe- 
cially among the Swiss, Dutch, and British churches. Dr. 
Adolf Keller, the Director of the Bureau, called it: “a 
new nucleus of Slav Protestantism.” Presbyterian, Re- 
formed, Lutheran, and Baptist groups were included in 
the movement, which was being widely spread by means 
of evangelism and literature. Only a short time ago a 
translation of the Scriptures into the Ukrainian language 
was completed. Just before the outbreak of war, the 
movement counted fifty field workers, two hundred con- 
gregations, and some 25,000 adherents. 

The meager reports thus far received from the territory 
occupied by Soviet Russia indicate that the Evangelicals 
will meet with the same fate as the older religious groups. 
Publications and preaching will be stopped, churches 
closed, properties confiscated. The workers, who were 
still to some extent dependent on outside help, will now 
have only their heroic faith to sustain them. With what 
success this inner strength can oppose the atheistic jugger- 
naut can hardly be foreseen at this time. The establish- 
ment of evangelical work in this area, however, has been 
providential, since it has armed these people with the 
spiritual power to withstand the disaster which has come 
upon them. Many visible signs of faith sanctified by 
Catholic and Orthodox as well as Evangelical will be 
destroyed—but the true and living word of the Gospel, 
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implanted in the hearts of the believers, no human power 
can take away. 

A worse blow than that dealt by Russia to the 
Ukrainians would be the feeling that Christians in other 
lands cared nothing for their sorrows and passed over 
their witness in silence. The fellowship of world-wide 
intercession, at least, should be accorded to these new and 
already martyrized members of the Christian Church, 
and such help should be given as the limitations of cir- 
cumstances may permit. ‘Remember them in their 
trouble.”

Coéperation in Research 

On November 12 and 13 a conference of fifteen people 
who have special responsibility for the research and study 
programs of the various organizations of the churches 
was held for the purpose of reviewing their work and dis- 
cussing the possibilities of a greater codrdination. 
Professor William Adams Brown, Chairman of the Joint 
Executive Committee of Life and Work and Faith and 
Order in America, was the chairman of the meeting. 

The study programs of the world organizations were 
first considered. Three major fields of study were dis- 
closed: the Faith and Order movement, dealing with 
the nature of the Church; the Life and Work movement, 
with the function of the Church; and the International 
Missionary Council, with the relation of the younger 
churches to their environment. The World Alliance for 
International Friendship through the Churches was also 
included as an agency of popular education. 

In the United States and Canada three chief centers of 
research were reviewed. The Federal Council of 
Churches, both through its Department of Research and 
Education and its Commission for the Study of Christian 
Unity, is carrying on a continuous program dealing both 
with the deeper problems of the Church’s own life and 
also with its relationship to social problems. The Inter- 
national Council of Religious Education is specializing in 
problems affecting the training of children, young people 
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and adults in religion and the relation of religious educa- 
The Home Missions Coun- 


foundation of more effective comity among the churches 
in local communities and also, at the present time, in a 
study of the Indians. 

Two results came from the conference: first, the deci- 
sion that the several organizations should jointly issue a 
conspectus showing all of the research studies which are 
now being carried on or are projected, in order to give 
comprehensive information about them to their entire 
constituency; and, second, the recommendation to each 
of the interested organizations that it appoint repre- 
sentatives to serve on a permanent conference on re- 
search and education, as a means of making further 
progress in relating the activities of each agency to a 
total program. 


“Christian World Facts”

lication for the use of ministers in stimulating interest in 
the world mission of the Church, came from press last 
month. It is a magazine of 96 pages containing a wide 
variety of up-to-date and important articles on the mis- 
sionary situation, the work of the younger churches and 
problems affecting world Christianity. Among the in-

The appraisal is made 
by a committee of prominent experts, appointed by the 
Religious Book Section, and is used widely by libraries, 
institutions, and individuals. For the current year the 
committee, which includes representatives of the Protes- 
tant, Catholic and Jewish faiths, is composed as follows:

Women Study Religion in Education 

The Women’s Codperating Commission has taken for 
one of its special projects the collecting of data on re- 
ligious training for school children. 

In studying the proceedings of the Congress on De- 
mocracy held at Columbia University last summer, 
members of the Commission noted that many of the 
addresses put stress on the fundamental relation between 
religion and the democratic ideal. A recent report of 
the New York State Chamber of Commerce calls atten- 
tion to the lack in education along the line of character 
building, and among the needs of the educational system 
gives first place to the development of a religious out- 
look. 

Each Commission member is asked to find out what 
the churches and schools in her community are doing and 
to send the data to the secretary, Miss Caldwell. This in- 
formation will be passed over to the agencies most con- 
cerned, including the International Council of Religious 
Education, which is actively interested in this problem.

Montana Church Convocation 
and Preaching Mission 


As a first major event of the newly 
established Montana Council of Churches a 
three-day Church Convocation and Preach- 
ing Mission was conducted at Great Falls, 
October 24, 25, and 26. The theme of this 
great gathering was ‘‘The Church of Christ 
Facing the Modern World.” The general 
sessions were held on the afternoon of the 
first day and the evenings of the three 
days. The forenoons of the 25th and 26th 
were devoted to five parallel seminars 
studying the Oxford and Edinburgh re- 
ports in the following sections: 

The Church and the Community 

The Church and the State 

The Church and the Home 

The Church and the World of Nations 

The Church and the State in Education 

The Church’s Unity in Life and Worship 

On the first day these seminars pre- 
sented what was thought and said at 
Oxford and the second day was devoted to 
the implications of these findings for the 
work of the churches in Montana. 

The afternoons of the two days were 
devoted to seminars on special interests. 
The one for ministers was led by Dr. John 
Milton Phillips; for teachers, by Miss 


Mary Alice Jones; for church officers, by 
Dr. Henry Smith Leiper; for church 
women, by Dr. Mark A. Dawber; for 
Christian youth, by Prof. John C. Bennett. 

A feature of the evening session was the 
massed choirs and the specializing upon the 
great church anthems. The worship at 
each of the sessions was led by Rt. Rev. 
H. H. Daniels, Bishop of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. 

Each morning at seven-thirty the board 
of directors of the Montana Council of 
Churches and the members of the team 
met for breakfast and for worship. The 
worship was under the direction of Dr. 
J. Quinter Miller, who served as the 
chairman of the team. 

The annual meeting of the Montana 
Council of Churches was conducted at the 
supper session on October 26. The presi- 
dent for 1939-1940 was the Rev. G. William 
Barnum and the secretary Rev. Charles G. 
Cole. 

It is expected that the next statewide 
event of the Montana Council of Churches 
will be a series of regional church convoca- 
tions, in the winter or spring of 1941, in 
three or four centers in the state. The 
strategy for the development of the codp- 
erative program seemed to be clear,—that if 
the Church confronts the modern world in 
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Montana, it must do so around the great 

,centers of population, tying the needs of 
‘the rural and of the city church together 
for a common service. 

The total attendance was over seven 
hundred delegates, some coming from as far 
as 350 miles. The plans were built locally 
and carried through largely by local and 
volunteer leadership, with the assistance of 
leaders from the national agencies. The 
Montana Convocation and Preaching Mis- 
sion was an excellent illustration of the way 
in which the Inter-Council Field Depart- 
ment can function when it codrdinates the 
plans and staff service of national agencies 
such as those participating in this preach- 
ing mission, which included the Federal 
Council of Churches, the Home Missions 
Council, and the International Council of 
Religious Education. 


City Church Councils 
Promote Labor and 
Coéperative Contacts 


With the codperation of the Cincinnati 
Council of Churches fifteen appointments 
were made by James Myers, Industrial 
Secretary of the Federal Council of 
Churches, for labor officials attending the 
American Federation of Labor Convention 
to speak in the churches of that city. Mr. 
Myers also attended the C.I.0. convention 


in San Francisco. Because this convention 
was not in session over a Sunday, it 
was not possible to place so many 
speakers, but James B. Carey, Presi- 
dent of the United Electrical, Radio, and 
Machine Workers of America, addressed a 
forum at the Congregational-Methodist 
Temple, and Paul Fuller, President of the 
Flat Glass Workers, preached in a Meth- 
odist Church, 

At Kansas City, Mo., the Council of 
Churches invited both A. F. of L., C. I. O., 
and railroad labor officials to meet Mr. 
Myers and discuss with local ministers the 
relationships between labor and the Church. 
It was unanimously voted to hold further 
conferences of this kind and to invite 
employers also to be present. 

The Duluth Council of Churches recently 
convened a group of manufacturers for 
discussion with Mr. Myers of relations 
with organized labor. 

The Chicago Church Federation, through 
its Commission on the Church and Indus- 
try, conducted a half-day conference on 
the Church and Co6peratives which was 
jointly sponsored by the Federal Council’s 
Committee on the Church and Codpera- 
tives. Speakers included J. Henry Car- 
penter, Secretary, Brooklyn Church and 
Mission Federation and Chairman of the 
Committee on the Church and Codpera- 
tives; E. R. Bowen, General Secretary of 
the Codperative League of the U.S.A.; 
James Myers and Dr. Wade Crawford

Brooklyn Warns Against 
“Christian Front” 


Terming the so-called Christian Front 
an “organization active in spreading racial 
and religious prejudice,” the Conference on 
the State of the Church in Brooklyn and 
the Board of Directors of the Brooklyn 
Church and Mission Federation have unani- 
mously adopted a resolution urging the 
“Protestant clergy and laity to engage to 
the utmost of their ability in counter- 
acting any such destructive influences.” 
The two groups also warned Protestants 
against accepting membership in the organ- 
ization “in view of the report that it is 
strenuously endeavoring to increase its 
forces by inviting Protestants into its 
membership.” ‘“We declare with utmost 
emphasis,” said the resolution, “that any 
acts or utterances which tend to prejudice 
class against class, or race against race, or 
to advocate the infringement of our rights 
to pursue religious freedom without let or 
hindrance are irreligious and unchristian. 
No organization or group of individuals 
fostering such evil propaganda, which has 
resulted in numerous acts of violence in our 
city, has the moral right to call itself 
Christian.”

sions shared by the amazingly varied groups 
of young people, who came from over 
seventy nations, representing more than 
two hundred denominations and Christian 
organizations. 

The young men and women who came to 
Amsterdam at “one minute to twelve” and 
are now, many of them, tragically caught 
up in the storm of war, were realists as well 
as bold dreamers. They turned the search- 
light on the Christian home, on the Sunday 
school, the Church, the social order, but 
most of all on themselves as members of 
the Christian community which now at 
last—and for the first time—is definitely 
world-wide. They were, at least in signifi- 
cant quarters, aware of the fact that they 
were not sufficiently acquainted with the 
meaning of Christianity to be able effec- 
tively to apply it to the needs of the nations. 
They discovered for themselves how little 
they knew about the Bible, how easily they 
had glossed over the sins which have kept 
them from full loyalty to Christ as the 
Master of life. 

That the conference process was frankly 
educational rather than deliberative or 
administrative appears at once as one fol- 
lows the trend of the seminar discussions. 
The general themes of the seminars—each 
of which was a cross-section of the nations, 
the races, the denominations, and the 
classes—were: The World of Nations, 
Nation and State, The Economic Order, 
Race, Education, Marriage and Family Life, 
and The Church: Its Nature and Mission. 
These reports are preceded by a general 
survey of the conference, a description of 
the worship periods—themselves unique 
and highly significant—and of the process 
of Bible study which occupied each morn- 
ing. The book concludes with briefs of 
the major addresses before plenary sessions.
